It’s a rainy day in France, 
the dishwasher is humming 
beside me in the kitchen and 
the phone keeps ringing, 
interrupting my train of 
thought. I definitely do not 
know enough French to 
answer, besides the fact that 
it’s my host family’s phone. 
I’m home alone and grateful 
for the week I’ve passed liv- 
ing with the Ls. There are 
three girls in the family, aged 
sixteen, fourteen and eleven. 
I share a name with the old- 
est girl, so to differentiate us, 
I am called “Mar-ee”—hbasi- 
cally the same but without 
the guttural French ‘r’ The 
mother speaks very good 
English and has been my con- 
versation partner, while the 
father is an _ architect. 
Together they converted their 
home from an old farmhouse 
used to cut wood into a gor- 
geously modern home. My 
favorite part of their home is 
the kitchen, where I sit right 
now — it’s open, full of natur- 
al light, and has an espresso 
maker built into the wall. I 
have loved starting my day 
-with a black espresso with 
honey, a new habit dangerous 
to my longstanding loyalty to 
Dunkin Donuts coffee. 

I appreciate espresso, aS a 
foreigner in France because 
it is a cultural habit that I can 
understand and in which I 
can freely participate. Unlike 
anything else on the menu 
(wine, cheese, crepes), I 
know exactly what I’m get- 
ting when I order, “Café, si’l 
vous plait”: the petit ceramic 
cup and spoon, and the 
saucer that holds two sugar 
cubes wrapped in light paper 
and a small piece of choco- 
late. This is essentially 
European and totally within 
my grasp. i 

Last night I drank espresso 
at a café in Annecy — in the 
old part of town that looks 
straight out of a storybook. 
Curving cobblestone streets 
lined with open produce mar- 
kets, clothing stalls and street

cafes. Our café was recom- 
mended to my French friend 
Sam when he asked around 
for a great place to have 
Fondue. He wanted me and 
the other two interns to enjoy 
this typically French dish. It 
was completely amazing, 
with Emmental and Comté 
cheese, white wine and mush- 
rooms. As we sat and 
munched we listened to a 
man and women singing cov- 
ers of popular American and 
French songs including 
Adele’s “Rolling in the Deep,” 
and Jackson 5’s “I Want You 
Back.” We also had a great 
time joking together and 
laughing at the rude waiter 
who purposefully misunder- 
stood when Sam ordered for 
us and when Sam asked him 
to take a picture for us, took a 
picture of himself instead. It 
was a much-needed breath of 
fresh air after living with a 
family this week — where it’s 
easy to misunderstand a 
question being asked, or not 
know the plan for the evening. 
Even with the nicest family, 
it’s hard not to feel like an 
outsider when you cannot 
understand the dinner con- 
versation. So speaking 
English for a night was a 
morale booster, as well as a 
cultural dream come true — 
with the music, the food, and 
the beautiful old city around 
us — as one of the other 
interns said, “I have to keep 
reminding myself I’m not at 
Epcot — that this is really 
France!” 

Moments of either amaze- 
ment or confusion have in 
many ways defined my two 
weeks in France.

ence I’ve ever had. On Friday 
evening the kids arrived at

Lately I’ve been reversing 
lunch and dinner, having 
sandwiches at night and a 
heavy duty lunch out when 
I’m at a restaurant that has 
“dinner food.” Needless to 
say, making a sandwich at 
night is a lot less work than 
preparing a “proper” meal, so 
I’m enjoying my non-tradi- 
tional switch. But something 
happened that I didn’t expect. 
I started to get interested in 
making really good sandwich- 
es - you might even call them 
gourmet.

By evening the next day I 
could not have felt more dif- 
ferent — on Saturday God 
truly gave me the courage to 
start conversations with the 
French teens, He provided 
another English speaking girl 
to help me know what was 
happening and I went to sleep 
thanking Him for the peace 
he had provided despite lan- 
guage barriers and my own 
inadequacy. 

Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday we all worked to tear 
down a forest in order to 
make a campground for the 
small rustic camp in the 
north of France. We hacked at 
bushes with clippers and 
small axes, while the men 
used chain saws to cut down 
lots of large pines. The other 
intern and I were shocked — 
it’s not a typical American 
youth group activity to cut 
down an _ entire forest. 
However we were most 
shocked when they started a 
fire close to the edge of the 
forest to burn the smaller 
branches and stuff. But, noth- 
ing too horrible happened 
(minus a few scratches and 
bug bites) and we succeeded 
in clearing a lot of the forest 
by Monday afternoon.

stop at this little hole-in-the- 
wall in Chelsea to pick up 
corned beef sandwiches for 
later that night.

Tewksbury Historical Society meeting 


TEWKSBURY - The 19th 
Annual Meeting of the 
Tewksbury Historical Society 
will be held on Monday, June 
27 in the Tewksbury Library's 
meeting room. A brief busi- 
ness meeting will start at 6:00 
p.m. Members and the gen- 
eral public are invited to 
attend. Three guest speakers 
will give presentations on the 
definition of pow-wow, the 
Pow-wow Oak, and the histo- 
ry of Clark Road. 

Eugene Winter, an award 
winning archaeologist, a 
Director for the Tewkbury 
Historical Society and a 
member of the Massachusetts 
Archaeological Society will 
define the word "pow-wow' 


The true meaning will be sur- 
prising. 
George Koumantzelis, 


founder of the Pow-Wow Oak 
Protectors, will update us on 
the current project he is 
doing for the historic Pow- 
wow Oak. The white oak is 
over 400 years old. His group 
is working to save the tree 
and to keep it a healthy 
reminder of Native 
Americans that lived in this 


area for over 7,000 years and 
for the meeting spot of 
Tewksbury Militia and Minute 
Men on April 19, 1775, who 
were on their way to battle 
British troops that had 
marched to Concord. Part of 
the Pow-Wow Oak land that 
was donated to the City of 
Lowell for preservation of the 
tree and its history is located 
in Tewksbury. 

Finally Kim Zunino, who 
works for the Lowell Historic 
Board and is a Society Board 
of Director, will review her 
work on the historic Clark 
Road area. Clark Road is 
located in Tewksbury but in 
1906, the northern end of the 
road was voted out of 
Tewksbury and annexed to 
Lowell at a Tewksbury town 
meeting. The road is the 
location of one of the 
founders of Tewksbury and a 
graveyard that is the final 
resting place of Tewksbury 
residents. This program is 
free to the public and mem- 
bership. 

At the start of the meeting, 
the Officers and Board of 
Directors will be elected for 


the 2011-2012 year. The 
Society gives a member the 
honor of being placed on the 
Samuel Hunt Award board for 
fulfilling the mission of the 
"all-volunteer" Society. This 
year Louise Hunt will be hon- 
ored for her long volunteer 
service as an officer, director 
and chairperson of the 
Archive Committee. She and 
her husband are long-time 
members and she has been a 
very loyal member as well as 
a Director for the Public 
Health Museum and the 
Lowell Historical Society. 
Doris McPhail will be hon- 
ored as a past director and 
long-time volunteer in the 
Local History Room. She 
unselfishly volunteered every 
Tuesday from 3:30-5:30 to 
work on the donated pictures 
that have been given to the 
Society. She is also a terrific 
local history expert at solving 
Tewksbury history problems. 
The last two people are mar- 
ried and have as a couple, dis- 
played a preservation skill 
and generosity that is unpar- 
allel in our brief 19 years his- 


tory. Vito Ivas has been an 
expert on preservation and 
restoration oon various 
antiques given to the Society. 
His donation of the Foster 
School cabinet is an excellent 
example of Tewksbury 
"Americana" furniture. Some 
former students of the Foster 
School might remember it 
being in the Principal's 
office! His wife Marilyn has 
been a member of the 
Society's Nominating 
Committee and has volun- 
teered at other events to help 
with refreshments. The two 
of them have donated a trea- 
sure trove of Tewksbury 
antiques and two pairs of 
very rare, old wooden skis. 
Vito claims he never used the 
skis but his wife Marilyn is 
very tight lipped about the 
donation.

His father, a self-employed 
stone mason, had very little 
work during the Depression. 
Other ships on which he 
sailed were the Minnesotan, 
the Colombian, the Willkeno, 
the Willboro, which was 
renamed the Coloradan, the 
Montanan and the Honolulan 
and the Carolinian. The 
Coloradan, the Montanan and 


the Honolulan were all sunk 
during World War II, after 
Larz had moved on to other 
vessels. 

He was the chief mate on 
the Carolinian in port in 
Wilmington, N.C. when the 
Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. He 
took a train home to 
Wilmington, Mass. and on 
Dec. 12, he married Elizabeth 
Norton. He then returned to 
the ship and set off on a voy- 
age that would take him to 
New Caledonia, in the South 
Pacific. He returned in May 
1942. 


He-spent several months in-- 


1942 supervising the loading 
of ships in the port of New 
York. Some of those ships 
were being loaded with mate- 
rials for Russia. They were 
going on the “Murmansk 
Run,” a particularly danger- 
ous route. German U-boats 
and aircraft would pick off 
ships on that convoy route. 
Larz knew some of the sailors 
on those ships. He was on the 
pier as a ship backed out, and 
waved to a friend on the fore- 
castle. “Trade places with 
you, Larz?” They both knew 


that couldn’t be done. That 


ship and that sailor never 
returned. 

In early 1943, Larz became 
captain of the S.S. Daniel 
Boone, a Liberty ship. These 
were owned by the govern- 
ment, but operated by private 
shipping lines. The Daniel 
Boone was loaded with 


‘ammunition and explosives, 


with two locomotives above, 
welded to the deck and 
secured with chain. The 
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Boone became part of a con- 
voy that headed southerly to 
a point near the Bahamas, 
and then easterly, where they 
encountered rough seas. 
When the locomotives began 
to work loose, the Daniel 
Boone had to pull out of the 
convoy. Larz opened the 
sealed orders. Destination: 
Mostaganem, Algeria. The 
Daniel Boone had to proceed 
with no escort. The U-boats 
in early 1943, it turns out, 
were concentrating on con- 
voys headed for England. The 
Daniel Boone arrived safely, 
delivered its cargo, and 
returned to the U.S. The next 
voyage went nearly three 
quarters of the way around 
the globe in the other direc- 
tion, from Philadelphia to 
Iran, by way of the Pacific 
Ocean. While in the Persian 
Gulf, Larz sailed to Saudi 
Arabia and bought 7,000 bar- 
rels of oil at one dollar a bar- 
rel. He also acquired a few 
cases of whiskey, which were 
locked in a compartment. 
The Daniel Boone then pro- 
ceeded to San Francisco, 
where the ship was turned 
over to the Navy on Dec. 3, 


| 1943. It was converted to a 


troop transport and renamed 
the U.S.S. Ara. Larz did not 


' have a chance to retrieve the 


stash of whiskey. 

He then flew to New York 
where he was given com- 
mand of another Liberty 
the SS Benjamin 
Goodhue, a troop transport. 
He was again sent to the 
Mediterranean Sea, where he 
spent several months ferry- 
ing Arab troops from North 
Africa to Italy. 

Some captains had prob- 
lems with cleanliness after 
transporting Arab troops. 
Larz had no such problems. 
He had studied French in 
high school and was able to 
converse with the officers of 
the Arab troops. They, in 
turn, ordered the troops to 
keep a clean ship. 

He later became captain of 
the SS Chanute Victory. 
Victory ships were similar to 


Liberty ships; but-with updat-- 


ed equipment such as a tur- 
bine engine and radar. Just 
before the end of the war, the 
Chanute Victory set off from 
New York, taking some more 
troops to Europe. Three days 
out, he received orders to 
change course, and then to 
return to New York. 

During the war, no ships 
moved in port during daylight 
hours. But now with the war 
over, the Chanute Victory 
came steaming down the 
East River on a beautiful 
Sunday morning with a thou- 
sand troops on deck. People 
lining the river banks were 
cheering the first troops 
home from the war, never 
realizing the boys had. only 
been out for a one week 
cruise. 

In November 1947, post-war 
shipping had slowed down. 
The company flew him to 
Gotheborg, Sweden, where a 
Liberty ship, the John 
Milledge, was stranded. The 
captain had committed sui- 


cide. Larz was assigned to 
conduct an investigation and 
return the ship to the U.S. 
The Milledge had been in 
port in Gotheborg for a 
month. Apparently the cap- 
tain was having trouble 
acquiring fuel oil. Before 
long, some of the officers 
became involved with 
women, and there was some 
drinking. Then the captain 
got a girlfriend. The chief 
engineer reported the situa- 
tion to the company, which 
sent the American consul to 
investigate. When the consul 
left the pier, the captain knew 
he was in trouble. He went up 
to his cabin and shot himself.

Two keys to success in the 
newspaper business are 
advertising and circulation. It 
was a lot of work, but Larz 
already knew many of the 
families in Wilmington, from 
his work with the Sun and the 
Crusader. Moreover, three of 
his hobbies were mushrooms, 
geology, and Wilmington's 
history. Everyone knew Larz, 
because he could be found 
walking through their woods 
or backyards, looking at 
mushrooms and rocks, or at 
George Spanos's restaurant 
talking to people about poli- 
ties or about their ancestors. 
Lining up subscribers and 
advertisers for his new news- 


paper came naturally to him, 
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formed a bit of carpentry and 
was in business. Five years 
later, he bought the depot. 

The newspaper became his 
life. Often he would work all 
night to finish an issue. 
Weekends were spent cover- 
ing events and selling sub- 
scriptions. His cigar and a 
battered ‘49 Ford sort of 
became his trademark for 
many years. 

The Crusader hung on for a 
few more years, and occa- 
sionally other competitive 
newspapers appeared, and 
Larz would launch into 
tirades about the competi- 
tion. But he understood he 
needed reasons for people to 
prefer his paper over the oth-

episode was that oil could be 


easily purchased in 
Denmark, less than 100 miles 
away. 


In spite of his having spent 
the entire period of World 
War II at sea, transporting 
troops and munitions, he was 
never officially considered a 


-veteran until 1990, when an 


Act of Congress granted vet- 
erans’ status to Merchant 
Marine veterans. 

His transition from ship- 
master to newspaper publish- 
er started in the late 1940s. 
After losing a great amount 
of money in a failed attempt 
to start a refrigerated ship- 
ping business he turned to 
newswriting. Initially he 
wrote Wilmington news sto- 
ries for the Lowell Sun as a 
correspondent, sometimes 
called a "stringer." The pay 
was poor, but the experience 
allowed him to take a position 
as editor of the Wilmington 
Crusader, published by 
Billerica's Stanley Bocko. 
Stan and Larz did not always 
see eye to eye, and Larz, hav- 
ing already been fully in 
charge of entire ships, chafed 
at what he felt was Stan's 
poor management. He vowed 
to set out on his own. 

Starting a weekly newspa- 
per is a tough job, requiring 
one man to wear several hats. 
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and he visited nearly every 
household in town to ask if 
they would like to subscribe 
to the paper. 

The Crusader had been pub- 
lished on an old flat-bed 
printing press at the Billerica 
Publishing Company, in an 
old mill building in Lowell. 
All the copy was set either in 
hot metal on a Linotype 
machine, or in hand-set type, 
the: same kind used by 
Benjamin 

Franklin. It was old, slow 
and dangerous, but proven 
technology. Larz discovered 
a new printing company, 
Offset Printing, also in an old 
mill building in Lowell, that 
had a new technology. They 
avoided all the work with hot 
or cold metal, instead taking 
advantage of photography 
and chemistry. 

From its 1955 beginning, the 
Town Crier was published by 
the new photo-offset lithogra- 
phy method. The economics 
were substantially in Larz's 
favor, as nearly no invest- 
ment in equipment was need- 
ed. A special typewriter and 
some preprinted headline let- 
ters did the trick. He rented 
the North Wilmington depot 
from the Boston and Main 
Railroad for $10 a month, 
promising to keep a waiting 
room for passengers, per- 
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ers. He focused on produc- 
tion, getting the paper out 
every week regardless of the 
difficulties, and on interest- 
ing, local stories, with mater- 
ial that would never appear in 
the Boston Globe or the 
Lowell Sun. Coverage was 
strictly Wilmington, and later 
Tewksbury. "If it didn't hap- 
pen in Wilmington, it didn't 
happen," he would say. 

He researched and printed a 
great many historical stories, 
and was appointed as the offi- 
cial town historian for 
Wilmington. He also devel- 
oped some historical material 
for Tewksbury. 

Precise accuracy of the 
news always suffers at the 
hands of the deadline. Getting 
the paper printed is more 
important than grammar and 
spelling, but reputable jour- 
nalists try to get the stories 
correct and make them inter- 
esting in spite of the pres- 
sures of time. 

Larz felt that the Town Crier 
did pretty well, and would fre- 
quently say, "There are three 
good newspapers in 
Massachusetts - the Christian 
Science Monitor, the Wall 
Street Journal, and modesty 
forbids that I name the 
third."

North squad comes away 


with thrilling victory

For the past 33 years the 
Shriners Hospital High 
School Football All-Star 
Game has raised money for 
the Shriners Hospital in 
Boston while at the same 
time providing fans the 
opportunity to see some of 
the best players in the entire 
state compete against one 
another. Fans expect to see 
great football in this game, 
and they are rarely disap- 
pointed. . 

The 33rd Annual contest, 
held this past Friday night at 
Gillette Stadium certainly 
lived up to those expecta- 
tions, with the North squad 
led by Shawsheen Tech coach 
Al Costabile and several local 
players coming away with a 
thrilling 17-14 win to snap a 
five game winning streak by 
the South. 

Along with Costabile, the 
North squad was also repre- 
sented by Shawsheen Tech’s 
Derek Bent of Billerica and 
David Summiel of Tewksbury, 
Wilmington High’s Brian 
Hurley and Tewksbury High’s 
Sean Connolly and Anthony 
Arcari. 

Methuen High quarterback 
Cal Carroll scored the win- 
ning touchdown for the North 
on a one yard run with 1:33 
left in the game, but all of the 
local representatives played a 
role in the North victory, par- 
ticularly Arcari who scored a 
first quarter touchdown to tie 
the game at 7-7 after the 
South had taken an early 
lead. 

Costabile was thrilled to not 
only win the game, but also 
just to be part of the great 
tradition that is the Shriner’s 


game. 

“It was a great game and a 
great experience. It was one 
I will never forget,” Costabile 
said. “It was one of my best 


experiences in coaching. It 
was great to get the win and 


to do it with a great group of 
young people and a great 
coaching staff.” 

The South had taken an 
early lead in the game after 
an onside kick on the opening 
kickoff of the game. From 
there quarterback Sean Mayo 
of Holliston led the South on a 
36 yard drive that was capped 
when he found Attleboro’s 
Nate Robitaille in the end 
zone for a nine yard scoring 
pass and a 7-0 lead. 

But the North fought right 
back, using a powerful 
ground attack to go on a 16 
play drive where they con- 
trolled the ball for over eight 
minutes. Arcari finished off 
the drive, catching a perfect- 
ly executed five yard screen 
pass from Carroll on a fourth 
and one and fighting his way 
to the end zone for the tying 
score. 

Of all the great moments in 
the game, this was one of the 
best for Costabile. Arcari 
who had been one of the 
hardest workers for the North 
in practices leading up to the 
game, had attended his 
grandfather’s funeral earlier 
in the day on Friday and 
Costabile was very happy to 
see the Merrimack bound 
running back end his day on 
a positive note. 

“Anthony did a great job on 
that play,” Costabile said. 
“They timed it up perfectly 
and then Anthony showed a 
real nose for the end zone. I 
could not be happier for any 
kid than I was for Anthony. 


_ For him to get us going like 


that was wonderful.” 

The North took a 10-7 lead 
into halftime when Hamilton- 
Wenham’s James Brao hit a 
17 yard field goal, but the 
South came back to take a 17- 
14 lead in the third quarter 
when Cohasset’s Jack 
Carrier caught a 15 yard 


touchdown pass from 
Scituate’s Tyler Park. 
It looked like the South was 


going to close out the game 
with one final drive in the 
fourth quarter, but Tyllor 
McDonald of Lynn English 
forced and recovered a fum- 
ble on the North 35 yard line 
with 5:03 left in the game to 
set up the game winning 
drive. 

A 22-yard pass from Carroll 
to Everett’s Matt Costello on 
a third and 16 play and an 18 
yard run from offensive MVP 
Trae Weathers of Revere 
were the key plays in the 
drive before Carroll finished 
things off with his one yard 
plunge. 

“We had some really big 
plays some the drive. The 
completion to Costello was 
huge,” Costabile said. “And 
of course so was the fourth 
and one. I thought our offen- 
sive line did a great job.

With a heavy heart, Arcari 
scores game winner

It was with a heavy heart 
that Anthony Arcari took the 
field on Friday night for the 
North squad in the 33rd 
Annual Shriners Hospital 
High School Football All-Star 
Game. While the recent 
Tewksbury High graduate 
and Merrimack bound star 
running back was thrilled to 
be playing among some of the 
best football players in the 


state, he was also carrying 
the burden of a very difficult 
personal loss. 


Arcari’s grandfather, John 
Arcari Sr. had passed away 
last Sunday and the funeral 
had been held earlier, in the 
day on Friday. It was a diffi- 
cult set of circumstances for 
anyone to overcome, but not 
only did Arcari get himself 
mentally prepared enough to 
play the game, but he was 
one of the key players in the 
North’s 17-14 victory over the 
South. 

In the first quarter, after the 
South had taken a 7-0 lead on 
their first possession of the 
game, Arcari tied the game 
on a five yard screen pas 
from Methuen quarterback 
Cal Carroll. 

It was a great football play, 
regardless of the circum- 
stances, but given what 
Arcari had been through, 
North coach Al Costabile of 
Shawsheen Tech was espe- 
cially pleased to see Arcari 
score. 

“Anthony did a great job on 
the play,” Costabile said. 
“They timed it up perfectly 
and he showed a real nose for 
the end zone. I could not be 
happier for any kid than I 
was for Anthony. After all he 
has been through this week, 


for him to get us going was 
wonderful.” 

For Arcari, the touchdown 
was very special, coming on 
a night that had been filled 
with sadness just hours earli- 
er. 

“It was a great moment. It 
meant a lot to me,” Arcari 
said. “I had a lot of my fam- 
ily at the game for me so it 
meant a lot to get the touch- 
down.” 

The touchdown was even 


- more impressive when you 


consider that Arcari had 
some doubts about even play- 
ing in the game on such a 
tough day. 

“It was a little tough to get 
ready for the game,” Arcari 
said. “Halfway through the 
day I did not even want to 
play. But my dad told me to 
do it for Papa, so that is why 
I went out and played and I 
am glad I did.” 

After the game, Arcari got 
some words of encourage- 
ment from Costabile, who 
had been very supportive 
ever since hearing the news 
about Arcari’s grandfather. 

“After the game, coach 
Costabile told me my grand- 
father would have been proud 
me,” Arcari said. “That 
meant a lot to me. He was 
such a nice guy. After he 
found out about my grandfa- 
ther he called me and asked 
me if there was anything he 
could do for me, and told me 
not to worry about practices. 
He was just so great.” 

As for the game itself, 
Arcari was honored just to be 
a part of such a talented 
group of players.

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Levine was influenced by the ‘Big Five’

Last week the Town Crier 
ran the first segment of the 
series of stories on Steve 
Levine retiring as a TMHS 
physical education teacher 
and three-sport coach at 
TMHS, mostly his track 
career. Below is part two of 
the series, which concen- 
trates on several different 
tapics, from the Levine’s 
“Big Five” people who 
helped him along the way, to 
his coaching thoughts and 
Philosophies, to not getting 
the Athletic Director’s posi- 
tion, and to leaving TMHS 
coaching three different 
teams to MVC Small School 
Championship Titles. 


Steve Levine has certainly 
been a mentor to so many 
people. He has guided so 
many different people in so 
many different ways. He’s 
been a counselor, a motivator, 
a-father-figure and of course 
a=friend to so many people 
over the years. But he said if 
it-wasn’t for the “Big Five”, 
there’s no possible way he 
could have enjoyed the 38 
yéars as a teacher, and espe- 
cially as a coach in 
Tewksbury like he has. The 
‘Big Five’ include: Lou 
Marion, George Aboteeley, 
’ Roy Flagg, Frank Kelley and 
David French. 


The Big Five 

Lou Marion: “Lou is a for- 
mer maintenance man - his 
wife made the Tewksbury 
High Hall of Fame and I've 
had their kids in school,” said 
Levine. “When I first started 
teaching in Tewksbury, Lou 
let me know the importance 
of competition, competitive- 
ness and rivalries. He was the 
one who made me understand 
the Tewksbury-Wilmington 
rivalry and he set me straight 
on it one day. He told me that 
when it comes to sports that 
séme day I would learn that it 


has nothing to do with win- 


ning and losing, it's about 
géing out there competing at 


your highest level and that's | 


all that counts. He told me 
that when the kids walk off 
the football field after a 
Tewksbury-Wilmington game, 
both teams know who played 
the hardest and both teams 
know that they were the ones 
who felt the pride of playing 
in that game. 

“He was the one who set me 
straight, and he was the one 
who really let me know how 
Tewksbury sports was going 
to be. So I appreciate that. I 
remember that to this day 
and whenever I see him, I 
make sure that I let him know 
that he made such a differ- 
ence in my life. 

George Aboteeley: “There 
was one day I was having 
trouble with some kids,” 
recalled Levine. “And I 
remember being in his office 
and he pointed to a sign and 
‘he said 'if you want to survive 
in this business, you have to 
learn that you have to treat 
people the way you want to be 
treated, whether they are an 
adult or a student. If you 
treat them with respect, they 
will treat you with respect. If 
you remember this one thing 
I say to you, you'll have a 
very long, long successful 
career in Tewksbury in edu- 
cation and athletics, and if 
you forget it - even for one 
day in your life — your life 
will be so miserable that 
you're never going to make 
itt 

“Boy was he ever right. 
Since showing me that golden 
rule, I remember him to this 
day, and he made me a better 
person and a better teacher. I 
owe him so much respect for 
what he did for me.” 

Roy Flagg: “Roy drove me 
to my very first soccer game 
ever against Billerica,” said 
Levine, who said that he 
sereamed and yelled at his 
team to the point where 
Flagg pulled the bus over. 
“We lost 10-0. After the game 
was over he told me that for 
one, ‘you don't know the 
game of soccer, you are still 
learning about it just like the 
kids are; you can't be yelling 
at kids for not knowing what 
they are doing when you 
den't know what you're 
deing'. He said ‘you can't be 
yelling at those kids for not 
trying when they were really 


trying out there.'. He said 
‘you have to understand this 
and admit when you're 
wrong. Don't let the kids 
think that you are perfect, 
that you're always right and 
admit when you're wrong, 
and today you were wrong, 
wrong and wrong’. After I 
left him, I went to my car and 
I almost broke down in tears 
because he was so right. 
Whenever I have stepped out 
of line, or whenever he's 
wanted to give me a pointer, 
he's been there. 

“I remember one soccer 
game we had a kid get hurt 


~and I attended to him, and 


then asked Roy to take over 
the coaching duties because 
we didn't have anyone else. 
He's been there every day 
since day one, and he drove 
us to our last track meet, and 
I really felt good that he was 
there to do that for us. He's 
been there my whole life at 
Tewksbury. He's been one of 
the greatest athletic support- 
ers I've ever seen here during 
my time in. Tewksbury and 
he's just been a big person in 
my life.” 

Frank Kelley: Frank Kelley 
is the Wilmington High 
School and Massachusetts 
State Coaches Track Hall of 
Fame Coach. One day in the 
mid 1980s, Levine left a track 
meet and was driving home 
when he noticed Kelley was 
at the side of the road, his car 
was broken down. Levine rec- 
ognized him and picked him 
up. On the way home, the two 
started a conversation about 
coaching, and Levine uttered 
the words, ‘I’m trying to win” 
and Kelley interrupted and 
gave Levine a lesson he’ll 
never forget. 

“That car ride home that 
day - it was in my first year 
coaching track in 1984 - I'll 
never forget,” _ recalled 
Levine. “I said to him ‘I'm 
trying to be a good coach and 
I'm trying to win as much as 
I can' and he immediately 
shot me down. What he basi- 
cally said to me was ‘Steve 
you're going to learn that 
there's not a single kid out 
there who doesn't want to 
succeed. It isn't about wins 
and losses, it's about having 
every single kid leave your 
team with their heads held 
high, with a sense of self 
esteem and self respect 
because they know that you 
care about them, and that 
wins and losses are not 
important to them’. 

“I drove him home and 
when we go to his house, we 
sat there talking for a long, 
long, long time. This is guy is 
so much about kids - 
Wilmington, Weston and 
Reading, the places where he 
has coached — he may not be 
a coach anymore but the way 


’ he interacts with the kids and 


making them feel important, 
I have learned that, and if I 
want to be a good coach, I 
had to realize that. He told 
me that every kid who goes 
out for a sport and goes out to 
be on a team wants to suc- 
ceed and if I put winning and 
losing in front of that kid, 
than I would be a bad coach.” 
David French: The fifth and 
final person who Levine says 
has taught him so much is 
David French. A graduate of 
TMHS, French is now a very 
successful businessman in 
town, owns ‘French’s 
Restaurant’ and has given so 
much back to the community 
he loves. oy 
“Ionly coached David in 
track and he’s one of the 
finest people I’ve ever met in 
my high school teaching and 
coaching career,” _said 
Levine. “He’s always there for 
the people in Tewksbury, and 
that’s David French. He can 
do what he does in his busi- 
ness with the respect he does 
because of the way he did it 
Hvar en a Sader oi 
, Tewksbury, even 
though he lives in tf Dracut 
right now. He is Tewksbury, 
through and through. He's 
the epitome of what Bob 
Aylward used to call 
‘Tewksbury Tough’. Bob 
Aylward did a lot for me, and 
he was truly, truly there for 
the kids. And when Bob 
Aylward brought out the ae 
ing “Tewksbury Tough’ he 
was talking about someone 
like Dave French who jg 
tough physically, - physica} 
enough to know that if some.

Back in October, Steve Levine atten 
time friends greeted one another.

In 1985, despite the snow 
and frigid temperatures, 
French converted the game 
winning PAT kick to help the 
Tewksbury Redmen Football 
team defeat Wilmington, 7-6, 
and advance to the Super 
Bowl. 

“Dave was also extremely 
tough mentally -_ that 
Thanksgiving Game kick 
against Wilmington is the 
number one memory I have 
and I didn’t even coach that 
sport,” said Levine. “That day 
it’s snowing out and the game 
is tied up at 6-6 and at the end 
of the game, Dave French is 


the oné who everybody is 


looking at: (before the kick). I 
know pressure was going 
through his mind, but he does 
not know what pressure is 
because he has _ fun. 
Everything he does - he gives 
that look on his face and his 
eyes go like this and you think 
‘Oh my God is this guy psy- 
chotie’. But Dave is so tough 
physically and as tough as 
they come mentally and he is 
what Bob Aylward is talking 
about when he talks about 
‘Tewksbury Tough’ -- physi- 
cally, mentally and Dave’s 
the nicest guy. 

“David will be the first guy 
to come and help you with 
anything. He is the person 
who I set the standard for 
now with the kids I have - if I 
have a kid like him, a tough 
kid, I know that kid is going 
to be alright.” 


Coaching Philosophies 

When it comes to coaching 
strategies certainly Levine 
has plenty that have helped 
his teams win games or 
meets, league championships 
or state titles. But generally 
speaking, Levine keeps it 
very simple when it comes to 
coaching. It’s not about him, 
his stats, his accomplish- 
ments or anything like that. 
It’s always about the kids, 
getting them to compete, feel 
important and as part of the 
team. 

“In my heart I can really 
leave Tewksbury with my 
head held high,” said Levine. 
“I was never there for wins 
and losses. You guys keep 
asking me for my records and 
to be honest I don't keep 
track of them. What I keep 
track of is all of the kids who 
come back and say hello or 
thank you, I love you, and you 
have done this for me and so 
forth. It's great to hear all of 
this but I tell those people 
that I haven't told you what 
you have done for me. I'm 
here for a reason, and I'm 
still here for a reason and I 
don't care how many ow 
dreds of games I've won. 's 
a pain = the butt to keep 
track of that stuff - the Coach 
of the Years - that's nice to be 
honored by your fellow 
coaches and peers but it's not 
about how they feel about me, 
it's how I feel about me. 
That's how I've felt all of

these years and I hope I can 
continue to do that some- 
where else. 

“There are young coaches 
here chomping at the bit to 
take over for me and I'm 
excited about that and I say 
good luck. But I hope they 
realize that wins and losses is 
not the story here. I mean 
really, what's the difference 
between a win and a loss? It's 
an ego thing. 'I won this 
many meets or games' and 
it's 'I, I, I' and that stinks. It 
isn't 'I'. If you win and your 
kids are happy about win- 


ning, and they want to keep . 


playing, it's great. 

“I remember two years ago 
we were a day away from our 
state tournament game in 


soccer. We were practicing. 


and I could tell that the kids 
weren't trying so I told them 


- to go home. They are looking 


at me, the day before a state 
tournament game, and:I said 
to them 'if this means more 
to me than it means to you 
then go home". I said 'see you 
at the game tomorrow, and 
don't forget uniforms are due 
a few days after our final 
game is over and I want 
them'.” _ 

Tewksbury went on to dra- 
matically win its first round 
state tournament game the 
next day before going to the 
next round and giving a much 
more talented Reading a 
team a run for its money. In 
that case, sending the kids 
home from a practice was 
Levine’s way of teaching 


‘them a life lesson, and of 


course getting the most out of 
each of them. But to Levine, 
he never thought about any of 
that - what was right or 
wrong. At that moment, he 
thought sending them home 
was the right thing to do. He 
certainly has always had his 
own style. 

“Everyone can coach if they 
take the ‘I’ out of it,” he said. 
“I know not all of the coaches 
will agree with my style and 
they’ll say ‘let Levine coach 
his way and I’ll coach mine’ 
which is fine, but my style 
has been successful, has it 
not? I haven’t been looking to 
be successful and when I say 
successful. Successful in my 
mind is just mean having all 
of these great kids keep com- 
ing back again and again to 
say hello. 

“Coaching is about giving 
kids self esteem, and making 
them feel good. (School 
administrators) have to real- 
ize that not all kids come 
from the same homes, and 
kids need to be treated differ- 
ently with a little compas- 
sion, a little understanding 
and some respect. Coaches 
aren’t like what they were in 
past years where they were 
just coaches. Today coaches 
are more like mentors, sec- 
ond fathers and things like 
that. I understand that but 
believe me, when I have ‘a 
question or when Ihave a 
problem, Ihave no fear in 
calling some of my former 
people or colleagues asking 
them what they would do in 
this situation, or how they 
think about this.” 


Throughout all of his coach- 
ing years in Tewksbury, 
Levine said only once did he 
cut kids from a team a deci- 
sion that still haunts him to 
this every day - and a deci- 
sion he never made again. 

“It was my second year 
coaching soccer and it's the 
worst thing I've ever gone 
through,” he said. “I still to 
this day remember who those 
kids are - we had just 18 uni- 
forms and 20 kids and I was 
told I had to cut two kids. But 
when you have 150 kids on the 
football team and 60 kids on 
the cross-country team, and 
here we are the new sport in 
town and we can't get two 
more uniforms? So I had to 
cut those two kids and I never 
have cut kids since that sea- 
son. Actually the next year, I 
went out on my own and 
bought six uniforms on my 
own and those kids had uni- 
forms and that season we had 
24 kids on the team. I never 
cut a kid since that season.” 

While he never had to cut 
kids since that day, he says 
that more kids are not going 
out for sports today because 
TMHS has user’s fees. 

“What they are doing today 
with user’s fees is completely 
wrong,” said Levine. “With 
user’s fees, you’re not allow- 
ing kids to have an opportuni- 
ty to know that they have 
someone in their corner 
whether it’s about grades, 
morality, ethical stuff, home 
life or personal stuff. Kids 
have feelings and they have 
emotions. Coaches today 
have to realize that they need 
to edge away some of those 
things and realize these kids 
are living lives they don’t 
understand and with a little 
understanding they might. 
Some coaches may say they 
are not here for that stuff - 
they are here to coach. If 
they have winning records 
then I applaud them, but I 
think those coaches are miss- 
ing the boat. The problems 
kids have today are incredi- 
ble - it’s almost too much for 
them to handle. Parents 
aren’t around as much to 
help them because they are 
out working to keep the fami- 
ly alive (financially).” 

While user’s fees and nor- 
mal teenage issues are at the 
forefront of every TMHS 
coach these days, TMHS 
Girls Outdoor Track Coach 
John Byrnes said grasping 
how Levine juggled all of that 
in three different sports 
through five decades and 
thousands of student-athletes, 
is a complete mystery. 

“On a professional level, 
you can’t help but admire the 
guy,” said Byrnes during his 
speech at the TMHS Sports 
Banquet several weeks ago. 
“There’s so many qualities 
that go into being a good 
coach, and with at least five 
of them - fairness, work ethic, 
consistency, attention to 
detail, and competitive 
nature - he’s easily the best 
coach I’ve ever seen. . And 
he’s been that way for 38 
years, and the guy still isn’t 
burned out. 

“Thave no idea how we as a 
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track program and a school 
community are going to be 
able to get along. without 
Coach Levine. On behalf of 
the school and track-and-field 
program, we are forever 
indebted to Steve Levine for 
everything he has done here 
during the past 38 years.” 


Not every kid 

Over 38 years, Steve Levine 
knows that he has helped a 
lot of kids, many kids who he 
loves and many kids who are 
doctors, lawyers, business- 
men and _ businesswomen, 
coaches or what have you - so 
many of those kids are suc- 
cessful today and Levine is a 
small or big reason for that. 
There’s countless stories of 
people he helped, whether 
from being an alcoholic, from 
attempting to kill themselves, 
from having a seizure, from 
having serious problems with 
parents, family members or 
girlfriends/boyfriends or 
teammates. He has seen and 
dealt with it all. But at the 
same time, he knows that a 
message he gave someone 
might riot have been deliv- 
ered in the same way or 
helped the next kid. 

“Don’t get me wrong here, I 
have not succeeded with 
everyone,” he said. “I know 
there are kids around here 
and from the past who hate 
my guts. But those are the 
kids who don’t get it. They 
don’t understand the reason 
why I spoke to them the way I 
did, I treated them the way I 
did or I yelled at the the way 
I did, was not for my benefit. 
It was to try to toughen them 
up and let them know that the 
real world is not a private 
school. You come out of a pri- 
vate school, your parents pay 
so they care about your edu- 
cation. They make sure you 
do your homework and every- 
thing else. At public schools, 
it’s our jobs to do that a lot of 
the times because these par- 
ents can’t afford to send their 
kids to private schools and I 
realize that. 

“Those are the kids I 
remember the most, the ones 
I didn’t succeed with, the 
ones who still think that I was 
out to get them and stuff like 
that and that was never the 
case. I remember those kids 
probably more than those 
kids who I did succeed with. 
You know you succeeded with 
a kid when they keep coming 
back to see you. I’m there for 
the kids and it’s all about the 
kids. 

“Tm a teacher - a wellness 
teacher first, a coach second, 
and believe it or not I actual- 
ly get paid more to be a 
teacher than coaching, and 
although I have put in many 
hours as a coach, I have also 
put in any hours as a teacher. 
I’ve tried different ways and 
different motivational ways 
to get kids to like themselves. 
I’ve tried to get different pro- 
grams involved -here, some 
have worked and some were 
never even tried. I’ve never 
been afraid to tell people 
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Levine: ‘I love my Family to Death’

Outside of teaching and 

coaching, Steve Levine was 
asked about his personal life - 
what he likes to do, things he 
enjoys and so forth. But every- 
thing he mentioned always 
turned back to his family. As 
important as it it for him to 
teach, coach and earn a pay- 
check — and as important as it 
for him to help others, to work 
out almost every morning at 
TMHS before school starts 
and as important as it is for 
him to always be there for 
everyone he truly loves and 
everyone who truly loves and 
appreciate him — it’s always 
been and always will be about 
his family — his immediate 
family. 

And while Levine has 
become family members of so 
many different families in the 
town of Tewksbury over the 
years, it’s his family where it 
all starts and ends. The way it 
should be. 

“I love my family to death - 
all of them and they are my 
first family,” he said. “My sec- 
ond family is everybody else.” 

Levine’s family includes his 
wife Karen and their three 
children, Ryan, Adam and 
Ashley. But before he was 
asked about them, he was 
asked if there’s things about 
him that people don’t know or 
would care to know about. 

“That I love my family very 
much,” he said. “Nobody is 
more important than my own 
family. I like going home, I 
like watching sports, I like 
going to see other kids play in 
college, and my wife lets me 
do that and she knows that I 
love it. I don’t drink, I don’t 
smoke, I don’t have affairs, I 
don’t do anything that seems 
to be the popular trend here in 
today’s world. I don’t go to the 
movies, but once in a while my 
wife and I will watch a DVD at 
home. Our lives rely on our 
house, our kids - the kids have 
always been number one to 
my wife and I know that. I try 
to keep my wife as happy as 
possible because she has gone 
out and made so many people 
happy. In my eyes, my wife 
can do whatever she does 
because she’s doing it for the 
kids and I know it.” 

For the past 18 years, this 
writer has dealt with Coach 
Levine almost every week 
while coaching his three 
sports, whether it be soccer or 
indoor or outdoor track. 
Before email and Facebook 
and new technology, there was 
the good old telephone, and 
reporters had to call up coach- 
es every week, have the 
coaches read off results and 
so forth. Almost every 
Monday or Tuesday night 
through 18 years, this reporter 
has had the privilege of talk- 
ing and getting to know Steve 
Levine and his absolutely won- 
derful family, in particular his 
wife Karen. When it comes to 
Steve, the apple doesn’t fall 
far from the tree in terms of 
having a wife and three chil- 
dren who are such wonderful 
human beings and such hard 
working people who sacrifice 
their own lives and good for- 
tunes to help others. Karen 
has taking care of children all 
of her life. Their oldest son 
Ryan works with youth in the 
city of Boston and has been 
recognized by Mayor Menino 
for his excellence in that field. 
Their second son Adam is 
serving the country in the 
U.S. Navy. And their daughter 
Ashley just recently graduat- 
ed with a degree in exercise 
physiology, with plans of going 
into sports therapy. 

It’s a complete family who 
some people, but certainly not 
enough, have been so fortu- 
nate to be able to get to know 
and associate with. 


The other half 


Almost every year at the 
sports banquet, Steve Levine 
will make the joke that the 
reason why he’s been married 
for so long is because he’s 
never home. But we all know 
that’s not true. On the other 
side of the extraordinary 
human being, coach and 
teacher is Karen Levine, his 
wife, who by the way grew up 
in Tewksbury. 

“I've been called the invisi- 
ble wife for just about 32 
years,” she said. “But I've 
been here. It's taken me this 
long to finally figure out and 
to accept all that Steve does 
for Tewksbury and the kids 
there. He couldn't do it any 
other way. It is who he is.” 


It is who he is. But a big part 
of that comes from Karen, 
who has not only done so 
much for Steve, and their chil- 
dren, but has touched so many 
lives of her own. 

“Karen has stood by my side 
for all these years and has 
allowed me to be the person, 
teacher, and coach I have 
turned out to be good or bad 
depending on who is judging 
me,” said Steve. “She has 
been there to encourage me 
and many times telling me to 
suck it up and stop coaching if 
I didn’t want to deal with the 
many discouraging moments 
and attitudes of others around 
me. Her best line when it 
came to working with kids and 
teams that presented a chal- 
lenge was ‘that if you want it 
more than the kids, than 
maybe you should look for 
another profession’. It was 
not the case, but she had her 
evil ways of getting her points 
across. By the way, my wife 
hates sports.” 

While Karen may dislike 
sports, she has something 
very much in common with 
Steve - their love for helping 
young adults grow as people. 
Karen has taken care of count- 
less number of children 
through a daycare program, 
many of whom have grown to 
become tremendous young 
adults. The two of them have 
done so much collectively for 
so many kids whether it be 
here in Tewksbury or in their 
New Hampshire community. 
Whether it was teaching those 
kids responsibility, structure 
or respect, those kids are now 
better people because of Steve 
and Karen Levine. 

“I know that Steven will 
leave Tewksbury with his head 
held high, but with a heavy 
heart,” said Karen. “He has 
always given his all and 
stayed true to himself and his 
beliefs. I may get in trouble 
for saying this, but Steven 
never played the politics game 
in the system and that mostly 
always stopped him dead in 
his tracks. Stephen would 
never be pressured to do 
something then owe someone 
in return. He played fair. 
That is a lesson he also taught 
to his students-athletes. A les- 
son some others should learn. 
He views all kids equal, no 
matter if he is their teacher, 
coach, whether they are on 
other teams, or in different 
club activities. He is always 
there to support them all. 

“Over these years, he's men- 
tioned to me several times of 
maybe resigning from coach- 
ing with the hope of just 
maybe without him there, 
those kids would get some of 
the 'glory' other teams got,” 
said Karen. “Well, after talk- 
ing and thinking it over, he 
stayed and kept tugging along. 
In 'glory' I'm not talking 
about wins and losses, but 
talking about how some peo- 
ple at the school view those 
athletes. and teams he 
coached. To some those ath- 
letes and teams were sec- 
ondary. Sad but true. I know 
‘his' kids learned more than 
how to win a game! He taught 
that being ‘Tewksbury Tough 
wasn't just about winning at 
all costs but taking pride in 
yourself and putting a positive 
attitude forward. He taught 
them to be responsible for 
their own actions and don't 
look for excuses or the easy 
way out.” 

And then Karen quickly 
added with a laugh, “See, I am 
a good listener, I've been 'pre- 
sent'.” 

Of course she has been - 

she’s been Steve’s rock the 
entire time he’s been in 
Tewksbury. 
“If it wasn’t for Karen, I 
could not have done what I 
have done,” said Steve. “How 
many wives would let me 
spend the hours and hours 
that I’ve spent in Tewksbury 
with my second family?”

Steve and Karen’s oldest 
child, Ryan was asked what 
it’s been like growing up in a 
household where your Dad is 
a teacher and a three-sport 
coach in another state. 

“My father has the busiest 
schedule known to man,” said 
Ryan. “It doesn't need to be 
but because he puts 110 per- 
cent into every aspect of his 
life it has become this busy. 
He starts his day between 4:00 
am and at 4:45 am when he 
hits the bench press and exer- 
cise bike before leaving for 
school. After working with

hundreds of ‘“Tewksbury's 
finest youth’ (as a teacher), 
he begins the coaching side of 
the day. Occasionally the 
sports he coaches run late into 
the afternoon so he may not 
return home until 8:00 PM or 
later. Tired, hungry, and 
depending on game results, 
frustrated he walks in the 
house to crash onto the couch 
for about five minutes. 
Moments later the phone 
starts to ring when coaches, 
parents, athletes, and newspa- 
pers need information from 
him. Most people would hit 
the hay by now but not Dad, 
he's only just begun. While he 
eats his dinner he asks about 
every one's day and fills us in 
on aspects of his.” 

And while that happened 
more often than not, Ryan 
said somehow his Dad still 
found time for the three chil- 
dren. He remembered one 
night in particular. 

“Back when I was in the fifth 
grade I remember a night 
when he saw a book report I 
had written and it left on the 
table so I wouldn't forget it in 
the morning,” recalled Ryan. 
“Well he picked it up and 
began reading it. Shortly 
there after I heard him 
scream ‘RYAN’! ‘Great’ I 
said to myself ‘What Now?’ 
‘Did you even read this book’? 
he asked. At that moment it 
became clear to me that one 
can not write an accurate 
book report based on the 
description located on the 
back of the book. ‘Sort of’, I 
replied. Wrong answer. We 
spent the rest of the night 
reading “Treasure Island’ and 
writing an acceptable report. 
Although I received an ‘A’ for 
the report, to this day I detest 
reading and I hate Pirates 
more than one should. You 
see, even though my father 
works his tail off everyday 
with hundreds of young know 
it all’ students, he still always 
made sure the family was on 
point. He made it to all our 
sport games and school func- 
tions.” 

Steve though says that he 
regrets not being able to make 
it to a lot more of Ryan’s 
school events and activities 
when he was younger. 

“When I first started coach- 
ing I had cemented my aitti- 
tude in working in the best 
interests for the kids of 
said 
“During the beginning years I 
got married and had my first 
son, Ryan, who I regret not 
spending more time with 
when he was younger. I was 
always at work — working with 
other people’s kids. This has 
been my life’s biggest regret, 
but (at the same time you 
need to) know that Ryan has 
somewhat fallen in my foot- 
steps and successfully works 
with youth in Brighton, both 
as a mentor and coach. In the 
past he was recognized by the 
community for his youth work 
in the Nashua, YMCA espe- 
cially in coaching and work- 
ing with youth basketball 
players. Sometimes a positive 
comes out of a negative, and 
for this I am proud of my son.” 

Steve was able to laugh 
though thinking back of all of 
the times when he was 
reminded about one of his own 
kids’ activities, and to make 


sure he made the visit to their 
school, athletic field or what 
have you. 

“When he was growing up I 
was not there for him all of 
the time,” said Steve. “Instead 
I was here for everyone else’s 
kids. I missed a lot of his good 
times - we still had a a bunch 
of good times together - but 
T’ll say this to all of the young 
coaches here and in the sur- 
rounding towns, and there’s so 
many young, phenomenal 
coaches who have been there 
for all of the kids from their 
teams and classrooms, but 
they have to be there for their 
own children as well. I was 
there for my son Adam and I 
was there for my daughter 
Ashley, and when I. wasn’t 
there for Ashley, Karen would 
stick a little picture of Ashley 
right in the middle of my 
sandwich or I’d bit into my 
dessert and there’s a picture 
of Ashley just to remind me 
that she has a recital that 
night or something like that. 
I’m going to tell these other 
coaches not to put anything in 
front of your own kids. If 
there’s any regret, I mean I 
love my kids dearly and they 
know that, I just wish I was 
there for Ryan more growing 
up. But thanks to my wife, he 
has grown up into a young 
man, who we are both so 
proud of.” 

But when Ryan was in high 
school himself, and started to 
play sports, he made a deci- 
sion to going to one of his 
father’s soccer camps - an 
event he’ll never forget either. 

“I attended a soccer camp 
my Dad directed at the high 
school,” recalled Ryan. 
“Being that I was the son of 
the camp director I thought I 
could do whatever I pleased. 
Boy was I wrong — I cut the 
water line one day and was 
ordered to run three or four 
laps around the track while 
the rest of the camp watched 
and laughed. Maybe this was 
a warning to the rest of the 
camp, but it just goes to show 
my father plays no favorites 
and treats everyone with the 
same respect and honor.”

Son number two is Adam, 
who is now a Navy Seal, and 
hopes to be home for his Dad’s 
retirement party to be held 
this Saturday. Adam summa- 
rized his father’s personality 
perfectly. 

“I don’t think my father 
knows how to just kick back 
and relax,” he said. 

Rightfully Steve doesn’t. 
He’s always doing something - 
doing everything at 100 miles 
per hour and never stopping 
for a second. Although Adam 
has been in other countries 
the last few years as part of 
the United States Navy, he 
said through email that it’s 
very hard to imagine his 
father doing something else 
than teaching and coaching. 

“It’s hard to believe that my 
Dad’s Tewksbury teaching 
and coaching days are coming 
to an end,” said Adam. “My 
Dad has been teaching in 
Tewksbury since before I was 
born, so it is going to be inter- 
esting to see what life will be 
like for him without teaching. 
I think the thing that sepa- 
rates my Dad from many 


other teachers that I or any of 
us have ever had is the fact 
that he cares so much about 
his students. Most of the peo- 
ple that know him only see the 
enormous effort that he puts 
into his students and work 
while he in Tewksbury. His 
family sees the extraordinary 
effort that he continues to put 
in late at night after work and 
on weekends. I don’t think my 
father knows how to just kick 
back and relax. Whether it’s 
writing references that have 
helped open doors for count- 
less people, or driving well out 
of his way to give guidance to 
so many students and former 
students. I can’t count how 
many times our home phone 
or his cell phone would ring 
late at night and my father 
would wake up from his much 
needed sleep to give advice to 
students having personal 
problems who felt like they 
had no one they could turn to, 
or having former students 
currently serving their coun- 
try calling him: from all over 
the world just to talk.” 

And while Adam has had his 
fun calling or emailing his 
Dad from across the world, he 
realizes what his father has 
done for so many people, 
including himself. 

“The term ‘student athlete’ 
is extremely important to my 
father,” said Adam. “He cares 
less about winning games 
than he does about education. 
His uncompromising integrity 
has led to many difficult and 
unpopular decisions. I'm sure 
all who know my father know 
that he never holds anything 
back. If he has an opinion 
about someone or something 
he is going to voice it. Even 
though my father is leaving 
Tewksbury, I’m sure he will 
continue to influence the lives 
of so many people, including 
myself.”

If anyone does know Steve 
Levine, the one thing that is in 
complete amazement is how 
he makes it to everything. 
He’! start the day working our 
before school.

He’s hoping to 
maybe teach or coach some- 
where closer to his home, but 
no matter what he does, he’ll 
be able to spend more time 
with his immediate family, 
something he and all of them 
deserve. 

“Steven is not only a physical 
education-health teacher and 
sports coach but he is a 'Life 
Coach' to many,” said Karen. “ 
I hope he leaves: Tewksbury 
knowing he did make a differ- 
ence. He is like a kid in a 
candy store when he gets a 
call from a former student just 
wanting to say ‘hi' or to tell 
him about some success they 
are enjoying. Calls also come 
from others with a problem 
they are facing and they just 
need an ‘ear' or some direc- 
tion. Former students bravely 
serving our country in far 
away places call to tell him 
that his 'words' got them 
through some tough times.

It’s been almost four exact 
years. since Bob Aylward 
retired as the TMHS Athletic 
- Director. In May and June of 
2007, it took nearly two months 
for.a decision to be made on 
-who was going to replace 
Aylward. During that time, 
there was tons of talk, specula- 
tion, rumors and different sce- 
narios offered, including 
Levine sharing the athletic 
~ director’s position. Levine did- 
n’t take that role, and eventu- 
ally Brian Hickey was named 
- the athletic director. Four 
years later, Levine was asked 

his thoughts on it. 
“Do I feel that I would have 
-been a great fit here in 
Tewksbury (as an athletic 
_ director) you bet Ido,” said 
Levine. “I’m not a political 
person, I never have been that 
way and I would have been 
there for the right reasons. I 
‘ have no complaints whatsoev- 
er about Brian Hickey. I think 
~ he’s done a fantastic job and I 
never did have any complaints 
“about him. My complaint was 
* with the process. The process 
"was not a good process. The 
‘way it went down was not a 
good process - the way I found 
out was not a good way. I was 
' driving home from celebrating 
my birthday with my wife and 
I found out accidentally from 
“someone else who also applied 
“that neither of us got the job. 
Am _ Idisappointed? Yes, 
because I think I had a lot to 
offer to the people of 
* Tewksbury, a real lot. But, 
Brian Hickey is doing a phe- 
-“ nomenal job and he’s on top of 

~ everything.” 

Had Levine been named the 
Athletic Director, would he be 
retiring from the school sys- 


hens 


tem and looking for employ- 
ment elsewhere? 

“No. Id still be here,” he 
answered. “I thought it was the 
job I was meant to do. I was in 
it for the long run. I think 
that’s what people were afraid 
of - I was a supporter for 
everyone and for all programs. 
Ihad ideas written down for 
every program. I wanted to 
create this ‘Friends of 
Tewksbury Athletics’ so 
there’s no Booster programs 
anymore and that way every- 
one could work together so 
every program and every kid 
would feel equal. I’m sure 
down the road it could be that 
way. But (if I got the job) there 
would never, ever be a user’s 
fee while I was here. Never in 
a million years. I would have - 
stood out on the corner of the 
Pheasant Lane Mall so these 
kids wouldn’t have to pay to 
play. I would have gotten the 
kids involved, the town 
involved and Ihave enough 
respect from people in town 
that donations would have 
come in.” 

Several years ago when 
Levine’s daughter Ashley was 
a student-athlete in a school in 
New Hampshire, he attended a 
school event and gave an 
uproaring speech about how to 
raise money and eliminate 
user’s fees at the school and 
two days later, a $200,000 unan- 
imous donation was sent to the 
school. Besides eliminating 
user’s fees, and organizing the 
‘Friends of Tewksbury 
Athletics’, Levine said that he 
had one big plan if he got 
named as the AD 

“If I got the athletic direc- 
tor's job, one of the things that 
I wanted to do was coach 
coaches,” he said. “I think that 
is very important today. 
Today's coaches have to under- 
stand that kids are very sensi- 
tive today. You can't put them 
down like you used too, you 
can't say things to them like 
you used too, they don't have 
the mental toughness that the 
kids in the past did — 'I'll try 
harder if I have too' and now 
they just quit. You don't want 
kids quit. In people's lives 
there's going to be instances 
where they want to quit. I've 
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Steve Levine was presented a plaque for his 38 years of service 
at TMHS during the Sports Awards Banquet held three weeks 


ago. 


had instances where I want to 
quit. I didn't understand it at 
the time when people said to 
be it's all about being compet- 
itive, standing up for yourself, 
that kind of thing and my high 
school coach Bob Wayland 
really made me understand 
that. 

“My greatest quality as a 
person I think is adaptability. I 
can adapt to my coaches now 
because I know they are 
young, they are energetic and 
they want to do things. I keep 
telling them ‘no this is not how 
you are supposed to do it’, I 
have to let them da it, I have to 
let them fail and make mis- 
takes and try to pick them up 
when they are down. Was I dis- 
appointed (not getting the 
job)? If I told you no, than I 
would be lying. I wanted to 
coach coaches. I coached my 
whole life and I didn’t want to 
be an office person. I was 
going to be out on the fields

with the kids, with the coach- 
es, offering my input whenever 
I could. If I knew that I could- 
n’t make an impact with a cer- 
tain coach, than I would find 
someone else who could.” 
Back in early July of 2007, 
Levine found out that he didn’t 
get the athletic director’s posi- 
tion, and since remained as 
the physical education and 
three sport coach at TMHS, 
working under Hickey, who 
Levine said he has always and 
still fully respects. Levine just 
thought that the entire 
replacement process from the 
beginning until the end, wasn’t 
fair to anyone involved. 
“There are a lot of things 
that’ I would have tried to 
accomplish, and I’m sure that 
Brian has many of those same 
things in his pocket,” said 
Levine. “He’s already doing a 
lot of things at once right now. 
I just didn’t like process. Two 
other coaches in the system 


applied for the position and 
I'm no better than either of 
them. But 38 years in the sys- 
tem, I thought I deserved bet- 
ter. Maybe I wrote up too much 
and maybe I said too much, 
but all I would have done was 
to make sure the right people 
had the right jobs and were 
doing what they were supposed 
to be doing. I’m not saying 
Brian isn’t. Am I disappointed 
and upset over it? Yes. I don’t 
regret Brian Hickey at all 
because I thought he was a 
good choice. It was just the 
process. They were getting so 
much pressure from the pub- 
lic, that they were trying to 
satisfy the public and them- 
selves at the same time. They 
offered me that co-position in 
a way they knew I would never 
take it, not because I’m an 
egotistical person because I’m 
not. I’m not a political person, 
and I'll never be a political 
person, but I could have gotten 
the job done. 

“I don’t know if I ever would 
be a good athletic director 
somewhere else, but I know 
the kids of Tewksbury, I know 
this town and I knew what 
needed to be done. I knew I 
could help so many more peo- 
ple and kids. I knew I could 
have gotten the youth pro- 
grams involved in a better way 
that they are right now - with- 
out it ever getting political. 
Not getting that job is proba- 
bly the biggest disappointment 
Ive had in my 38 years.” 


Turning around that 
disappointment 

As much as Levine has 
stressed over these articles 
that he’s never been a coach 
for the wins and losses, you 
have to admit that it’s fitting 
that he leaves TMHS after 38 
glorious years coaching three 
different teams to MVC 
Division 2 League 
Championship titles. During 
this school year, the boys’ soc- 
cer, boys’ indoor track-and- 
field, and the boys’ outdoor 
track-and-field teams all won 
MVC Division 2 titles. 

“People say to me, ‘how does 
it feel to leave with three MVC 
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Levine: ‘That was biggest disappointment here in 38 years’ 
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(Division 2) titles’? My reply 
was it’s all because of the 
kids,” he said. “That soccer 
team came out of nowhere to 
have the best point total in the 
entire league. I didn’t do that, 
it was the kids. People can you 
give accolades and everything 
but all I’ve done is my job. I’ve 
had so many people mentor 
me along the way and those 
are the people behind the per- 
son and we all have people like 
that. If I’ve had any effect on 
these kids’ lives which I hope I 
have had, they don’t under- 
stand the effect that they have 
had on my own life. They have 
absolutely no idea how much 
they have effected my own life 
and what they all mean to me. 

“I love coaching. I love work- 
ing with kids who want to be 
able to work hard and com- 
pete. And above all; it is all 
about the kids, not me and that 
is the way I have always 
believed. I have loved the indi- 
vidual aspect of track and field 
since I was a little kid in ele- 
mentary school- it carried’ on 
through Jr. High School and 
High School. I had success in 
both high school senior year 
and in college, but only 
because I had coaches that 
stressed hard work, persever- 
ance, and competing; because 
life is all about competition. I 
have carried over my enthusi- 
asm and love of the sport to 
coaching and have had the 
opportunity to work with thou- 
sands of outstanding students 
and student athletes. I don't 
have a penny to my name, but 
am the richest man in the 
world in my eyes for all the 
opportunities I have had work- 
ing with Tewksbury youth and 
all the people who surround 
them that believe that it is all 
about the kids.”

She is 
also the first field hockey 
player to earn the distinction 
in the CWSA program’s 24 
years of honoring Division II 
athletes. 

“Sammy’s name is synony- 
mous with passion, pride and 
perseverance,” said UMass 
Lowell head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk.

In a summer filled with 
movies about comic book 
superheroes, this film falls 
short of those that have 
already hit the screen, 
Lacking in plot, heart, and 
acting performances, it 
hopes to dazzle and draw in 
audiences based on its 3D 
special effects. 

For those unfamiliar with 
the plot of the long-running 
DC Comics series, the story 
unfolds like this: In a uni- 
verse as vast as it is myste- 
rious, a small but powerful 
force has existed for cen- 
turies.

One of the more antici- 
pated movies of the sum- 
mer, ‘Super 8’ harkens back 
to movies like ‘The Goonies’ 
or ‘E.T’, which celebrated 
the mysteries of childhood 
as much as the elements of 
danger and the unknown 
featured in their plots. 

In ‘Super 8’, 
writer/director J.J. Abrams 
teams with producer Steven 
Spielberg for a period sci-fi 
thriller set in the late '70s, 
and centering on a mysteri- 
ous train crash in a small 
Ohio town. 

In the summer of 1979, a 
group of young friends are 
filming a Super-8 movie 
when a pickup truck derails 
a speeding train. When the 
locals start to disappear and 
even the inquisitive deputy 
can't come up with answers, 
suspicions emerge that the 
incident was anything but 
anaccident. . 

As the truth finally 
begins emerge, no one is 
prepared to learn what now 
stalks the unsuspecting citi- 
zens of this once quiet com- 
munity. 

The kids are shooting a 
zombie movie with their 


Super 8 camera. They set up . 


their camera one night near 
a local rail yard, a move the 
film’s director (Riley 


Griffiths) hopes will boost 


the production values on his 
flick. But in the middle of 
the shoot a train derails, 
sending the kids running for 
cover. 

But was this merely a 
terrible accident, or did 
someone - or something - 
cause the train to derail in 
such spectacular fashion? 

Soon, unexplained events 
start happening in the kids’ 
town. Dogs disappear, along 
with car batteries. And a 
key to the secret might just 
be on the Super 8 film. The 
boys’ camera kept on rolling 
while they rushed for cover. 

What makes Super 8 dif- 
ferent from other similar 
movies of this genre is 
Abrams’ ability to convey 
childhood emotions - much 
like Spielberg did before 
him, 20 years ago. Like chil- 
dren in other coming-of-age 
stories such as Stand by Me, 
they face a life-changing 
event completely unpre- 
pared bu manage to rise to 
the occasion. 

The film works wonder- 
fully, until the big ‘reveal’ at 
the end. The film’s market- 
ing campaign does a great 
job of giving away what that 
secret is, and as a result the 
climactic ending is less than 
you may have hoped for. It 
features many elements and 
images that will be very 
familiar to longtime fans of 
Spielberg’s work, as 
Abrams takes the opportuni- 
ty to pay homage to his col- 
laborator. 


“X-MEN: FIRST 
CLASS” 

Combine this flick with 
‘Thor’, and so far this sum- 
mer the Marvel Comics 
movie studio is two-for-two 
on turning out fun block- 
busters. 

The "X-Men" movie fran- 
chise had lost steam in 
recent years. After a strong 
first installment, which 
helped greenlight modern 
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presents 
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era of superhero movie with 
good characters and lots of 
action , the second film 
proved to be a _ worthy 
sequel. 

But the third movie col- 
lapsed under the weight of 
too many new cast mem- 
bers, and then Marvel some- 
how screwed up a spinoff 
series based on one of the 
series’ most popular char- 
acters, Wolverine. 

But "X-Men: First Class" 
breathes new life into the 
series with a great cast, an 
up-and-coming director and 
a screenplay that once 
again features great charac- 
ters and action. 

The most interesting con- 
flict in the first two movies 
was the conflict between a 
group of good mutants led 
by wheel-chair-bound 
telepath Professor X and a 
group of bad mutants led by 
the = metal-manipulating 
Magneto. 

When we first meet these 
characters in the earlier 
films they are old men, with 
Professor X played by 
Patrick Stewart and 
Magneto played by Ian 
McKellen, whose complicat- 
ed stories were only hinted 
at. 

In "X-Men: First Class" 
their relationship gets cen- 
ter stage as we are taken to 
the early 1960s to learn 
these enemies were once 
allies. 

Professor X (played here 
by James McAvoy) was 
once known only as Charles 
Xavier, a brilliant, non-par- 
alyzed genetics professor, 
and Magneto (Michael 
Fassbender) was known as 
Erik Lehnsherr, an. angry, 
vengeance-driven Holocaust 
survivor. 

They are thrown together 
when a group of evil 
mutants attempt to instigate 
a nuclear war in a series of 
events better known as the 
Cuban Missile Crisis. 

The evil mutants are led 
by Sebastian Shaw (Kevin 
Bacon), a seemingly age- 
less mutant who has the 
power to absorb and deflect 
energy, and who _ also 
worked with the Nazis as 
one of young Erik's primary 
tormenters. 

The movie is about the 
relationship between 
Charles and Erik as they 
assemble a team of mutants 
for the U.S. government to 
take on Shaw and his crew. 

Adding some interesting 
layers of complexity is the 
character of Mystique, 
played by Academy-Award 
nominee Jennifer Lawrence. 
Mystique is a blue-skinned 
shape shifter who is 
Charles' oldest childhood 
friend, but who is intrigued 
by Erik and his ideas of 
mutant domination over 
humanity. 

"X-Men: First Class" 
promises, and delivers, all 
you could ever hope for 
from a summer comic book 
movie.

Request to reconsider 
Board of Selectmen to take another look 
at vote to rescind permit for Reading 
Bulldogs baseball field sound system 


Reading - The Board of 
Selectmen will be asked next 
Tuesday to reconsider their 
recent vote to rescind a per- 
mit allowing a local baseball 
team to use an amplified 


sound system during games at 
Morton Field. 
According to the 


Selectmen’s agenda for the 
meeting, the request to recon- 
sider is slated to be taken up 
at 8:20 p.m in the Selectmen’s 
Meeting Room at Town Hall, 
16 Lowell Street. 

Since the vote was taken, 
two members of the town’s 
Recreation Committee have 
sent letters to Town Hall, stat- 
ing they will not remain in 
office after their terms expire 
on June 30. 

As previoulsy reported in 
the Reading Daily Times 
Chronicle by reporter Mac 
Cerullo, contentious discus- 
sion broke out at a recent 
Board meeting over the 
Reading Bulldogs baseball 
club’s use of amplified sound, 
with neighboring residents 
arguing that the sound was 
disruptive and unnecessary. 

The discussion began when 
Vicky Schubert, a local resi- 
dent and the chairman of the 
Reading Cultural Council, pre- 
sented the Board with a peti- 
tion signed by 32 neighbors of 
Morton Field asking that the 
Bulldogs not be allowed to use 
amplified sound during their 
games. 

“We are, without a doubt, a 
town that loves baseball,” 
Schubert said. “I would also 
suggest that we’re a town that 
loves peace and quiet. We love 
the tranquil nature of small 
town suburban life, that’s part

of what we bought into here; 
it’s what we love. I don’t think 
we have to make one of those 
things a loser at the expense 
of the other.” 

Other neighbors in atten- 
dance concurred with 
Schubert’s sentiment. 

“I think baseball should 
stand on its own,” said Terry 
Weir of Winthrop Ave. 

The Recreation Committee, 
who issued the permit, 
defended their actions, saying 
that the Bulldogs had followed 
all the steps to be issued a 
permit, and there was no pub- 
lic opposition at the time. 

“When this started, we had 
no complaints,” said Frank 
Driscoll, a former Recreation 
Committee member. “Tonight 
is the first time that I have 
heard of the neighborhood 
objection to it.” 

The issue surrounding the 
amplified sound stems from 
its volume, as well as its 
lengthy and repetitive nature. 
The team announces batters 
coming to the plate and plays 
music between innings in 
order to create a festive 
atmosphere. 

The Bulldogs are part of 
the Intercity League, a well- 
established league that fea- 
tures college and professional 
players, much like the Cape 
Cod League. Current players 
include Stephen Buitkus, 
RMHS Class of ’08, and for- 
mer Heisman Trophy winner 
Doug Flutie. 

The town issues an ampli- 
fied sound permit when an 
event is an exception to the 
norm, such as a concert. Last 
summer the Bulldogs did not 
apply for a permit specifically 
requesting amplified sound, 
which is why Town Manager 
Peter Hechenbleikner ordered 
it to be shut off. This summer, 
however, the Bulldogs did, but 
the neighbors contended that 
by allowing the team to use 
amplified sound, the town was 
shifting the norm, because the 
sound would be a fact of life 
every Sunday for the entire 
summer, all day. 

“When you give someone a 
permit to deviate from the 
norm on a repeating and con- 
tinuous basis over an extend- 
ed period of time, my feeling 
is what you’re doing is shift- 
ing the norm,” Schubert said. 
“What’s happening is what we 
come to expect, by way of 
what’s characteristic of life in

a Reading neighborhood 
starts to change.” 

“It’s precedent setting,” 
Hechenbleikner added. 

Selectman Rick Schubert, 
who had recused himself from 
the board for this discussion 
and was sitting in the audi- 
ence as a member of the pub- 
lic, said that it’s not just a 
minor annoyance, and that the 
noise is unavoidable even 
inside the house. 

“The music started at nine 
o’clock on the first game and 
it went until six, maybe seven 
o'clock. That’s my whole day, 
outside in my backyard, but 
not only that, inside my 
house,” Mr. Schubert said. 
“The problem with volume .~ 
and sound is that it travels 
and you can’t always control 
that or monitor and perceive 
that, and literally, inside my 
house was no refuge, if I want- 
ed to watch TV, the sound of 
the TV was competing with 
the sound of the music that 
was being played.” 

“To me that’s an important 
threshold,” Mr. Schubert con- 


tinued. “It’s not just back- 


ground music, this is a real 
impact on the people whole 
live next to our parks, because 
they are embedded within our 
residential neighborhoods and 
people live right next to these 
places and it’s very important 
to understand that sound is a 
different element than any- 
thing else we're talking 
about.” 

Bernie Winne, who was the 
chairman of the Recreation 
Committee when the Bulldogs 
first approached the 
Committee, was more pointed 
in his defense of the board. 

“T think the fact that this 
went on for as many weeks as 
it went on, and it’s the possi- 
bility that we have one phone 
call coming from one very 
well connected family, has 
turned this thing around a lit- 
tle bit, as opposed to it being a 
human cry from the neighbor- 
hood,” Winne said, drawing a 
look of disgust from Vicky 
Schubert. 

“I'm very sympathetic to 
the neighbor’s request not to 
use amplified sound,” said 
board member Ben Tafoya. 

The Board then voted in 
favor of rescinding the 
Bulldogs’ amplified sound per- 
mit 40, with Rick Schubert 
abstaining,

11/4 cups Graham cracker crumbs 

1 _ cup shredded, sweetened coconut 

1/2 cup chopped almonds, pecans or 
walnuts 

Middle layer 

2 cups powdered sugar 

1/2 cup unsalted butter 

3 tablespoons milk or heavy cream 

2 tablespoons vanilla custard powder 
or instant vanilla pudding mix 


Top layer 
“| 1-ounce squares semi-sweet choco- 
late 


2 tablespoons unsalted butter 


Bottom layer 

Put the butter, cocoa powder and sugar 
into a saucepan and place it over low flame. 
Stir to melt the butter and blend the ingre- 
dients. Whisk the beaten egg and cook, stir- 
ring constantly, until the mixture starts to 
thicken, around 2 to 3 minutes. Remove 
from heat and stir in the remaining ingredi- 
ents.

There are many factors buyers consider 
when shopping for a home. From the num- 
ber of bedrooms to the size of the backyard, 
prospective buyers have their priorities 
with what they're looking for in a home. 
Parents to young children or couples who 
are planning to start a family soon should 
also consider the school system. 


Although granite countertops and interi- 
or living area may be foremost on the 
minds of house shoppers, individuals also 
have to take school districts into considera- 
tion when looking at homes, particularly if 
they're concerned about giving their chil- 
dren the best education possible. According 
to research by The Wall Street Journal, buy- 
ers are willing to pay more for a property if 
it is in a good school district. That's 
because even if they do not have children, 
buyers know that a good school district 
helps a home remain attractive. 


Not all schools are created equal, and 
some rank better in test scores and teacher- 
to-student ratios than others. These are 
essential factors to think about when look- 
ing at homes. Although real estate agents 
can offer some basic information about 
what schools are in the area, legally they 
may not be able to share opinions on how 
"good"the schools are or be able to break 
down the demographics of student popula- 
tions. It is typically up to the buyer to do his 
or her own research. 


Because the tax dollars that home own- 
ers pay largely go to fund schools and town 
improvements, it is important to look at the 
schools. Also, if the home will be a stepping 
stone to another home in a few years, buy- 
ers want to ensure their home has the best 
chance for resale. Oftentimes, a good school 
district is a factor future buyers will think 
about. 


There are some Web sites that can help 
prospective buyers look at the schools in the 
considering. 
GreatSchools.net and Education.com are 
two of the premier sites. They break down 
test scores, demographies, parent and. stu- 
dent reviews and many other things that 
are vital to getting a picture of the school as 


Buyers also may want to make a trip to 
visit the area they're considering during 
school hours. This way they can drive by the 
school and see for themselves the type of 
students and parents entering or exiting the 
building. One also may want to set up a 
brief meeting with the principal to learn 
more about the ideals of the school and its 
goals. 


_ It's also necessary to look at the proxim- 
ity of the school to the house. Some towns 
have rules in place regarding busing or 
walking to school. Students who live within 
a certain distance from the school may 
have to find their own transportation to and 
from school. This is something to mull over. 


Families that are interested in a host of 
extracurricular activities can also evaluate 
the town or school district based on the 
sports or other opportunities offered to stu- 
dents. 


Be advised that the school closest to a 
home might not be the one a student will 
attend. Zoning laws, and not necessarily 
proximity, often dictate where a student 
will attend school. Therefore, it is important 
to check with the real estate agent or town 
to ensure the research being done is for the 
correct school. 


Some parents prefer their children go to 
private school, and many towns and cities 
have a number of options. In addition to the 
public schools, agents should be able to 
point buyers toward the private schools in 
the area. Some may be able to list tuition 
costs and acceptance requirements. 


Having a picture of the school district in 
the area buyers are considering will help 
offer a better idea of the neighborhood and 
the people around whom they'll be living. 
School districts are: important to consider 
when buying a home, so much so that buy- 
ers are willing to pay a little more if it 
means having a good school in their area.
